Modification of Southwestern

company said today. 

J. R. Peterson, general. man- 
ager of the company, -said rev- 
enues would be reduced by the 
order but he was unable to esti- 
mate either the cost of the ad- 
ditional equipment needed or 
the amount of the reduction in 
revenue at this time. 

The commission order, by re- 
quiring consolidation of the 
three city -zones into a single 
city zone and thus abolishing the 
north and south zones, gives all 
city subscribers the same call- 
ing scope enjoyed now by sub- 
scribers of the central zone. The 
company was given until Feb. 28 
to carry out the order, with 
progress reports to be made Jan. 
1 and Feb, 1 

‘Will Move Promptly.’ 


“The telephone company will 
move promptly to carry out the 
commission’s order,” Peterson 
said. - 

“However, the company be- 
lieves that the rate and*service 
plan for the St. Louis metropoli- 
tan area, as originally approved, 
was a sound plan because it was 
designed to meet the calling hab- 
its and needs of the many rath- 
er than the few. To do other- 
wise simply means the added 
cost of providing «facilities for 
toll-free calling, that only a 
minority of “customers wish to 
use, must be borne by all custo- 
mers.”

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French Seek U.S. Compensation 


For Uranium Fission Process 


Claim Based on 5 Patent Applications Filed 
by 3 French Scientists, Dating 
Back to 1939. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26 (AP) 
—The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion said today the French Gov- 
ernment has- applied .to the 
United States for “reasonable” 
compensation for five abandon- 
ed patent applications dealing 
with Uranium fission. : 

An AEC spokesman said this 
is the first time any foreign 
power has brought such a claim. 
It will take a long time, possi- 
bly years, to settle it. 

The action was taken by the 
Commissariat a l’Energie Atom- 
ique, the French atomic energy 
agency. Its petition was based 
on patent applications dating 
back to 1939 before the develop- 
ment of the atom bomb. 

The earliest of these five ap- 
plications was filed by Dr. Jean 
F. Joliot, Dr: Hans von Halban 
and Dr. Lew Kowarski, nuclear 
scientists who were leading fig- 
ures in French atomic develop- 
ment. Their interest in the pat- 
ents has been turned over to 
the commissariat. 

The AEC spokesman said that 
the applications were abandoned 
at a later date, but offered no 
explanation why this was done. 


The application by the French 


agency was filed. with the AEC’s 
patent compensation board, 
which was set up by Congress to 
handle such claims. Under law, 
the AEC has four months to an- 
swer the claim, after which 
hearings presumably would be 
held. 

The French argue that the 
principles set forth by the for- 
eign scientists have been used 
in atomic development in the 
United States. 


Britain Preparing for More 

Atomic Tests in Australia. 

LONDON, Nov. 26 (‘(AP)— 
Britain has sent an official dele- 
gation to Australia to lay the 
groundwork for further tests 
of atomic weapons, the Ministry 
of Supply said today. 

Britain exploded its first 
atomic weapon in the desolate 
Monte Bello islands off the west 
coast of Australia on Oct. 
1952. It climaxed nearly five 
years of work by British scen- 
tists, working on their own be- 
cause of the United States bar 
on giving atomic information to 
Britain and other Western coun- 
tries.

Her four - year - old 
daughter, Susan, suffered con- 
cussion, and her husband, Harry, 
42, shock. 

Police said that the water 
compartment had been partly 
filled. ~The heat turned the 
water to steam which, since it 
could not escape, built up pres- 
sure that blew the stove to bits.

FRE SWEEPING

Most of Depot Appears 
to Be Doomed—Thou- 
sands Forced to Flee 
From Homes.

PUSAN, Korea (Saturday), 
Nov, 27 (AP)—A wind-whipped 
fire roared unchecked early to- 
day through the biggest United 
States Army supply depot in 
Korea and spread through near- 
by flimsy dwellings, forcing 
thousands of .Koreans to flee, 

The flames, despite the. work 
of 200 United States soldiers 
and Korean firefighters, fanned 
out to virtually all areas of the 
giant Fifth Quartermasters Base 
depot. It appeared most of the 
base was doomed. 

orean families carried away 
belongings and furniture as fly- 
ing sparks ignited their dwell- 
ings. Bulldozers were being 
brought in. to clear a fire path. 

A stiff wind fanned the flames 
over lines of warehouses and oth- 
er thousands of dollars in sup- 
plies stacked-outside. The near- 
by wharves of the southeastern 
Korea port were loaded with 
petroleum but were not in the 
immediate path of the fire. 

The fire started in a carpen- 
ter shop near the depot. Its 
origin has not been determined. 
It was discovered at 9 p.m. Fri- 
day and still was out of control 
at 1 a.m. today. 

The fire broke out on the eve 
of the anniversary of last year’s 
fire which destroyed 7000 houses 
and left 35,000 homeless in Pu- 
san. So far there have been no 
reports of casualties..

Churchill Smiles at Uproar Over 
1945 Willingness to Use Germans 


3 British Newspapers Defend Him for 
Readiness to Rearm Enemy if 
Needed to Stop Russians. 


LONDON, Nov. 26 (AP) 
Prime Minister Churchill had 
only a passing reference—with 
a smile—today for the latest 
controversy in. his nearly 80 
years of political and. personal 
excitement: . 
Accepting an antique silver 
tray from Bristol University, Sir 
Winston smilingly told the uni- 
versity’s 2700 students that he 
was “supposed to be in a bit 
of a scrape” over his disclosure

Three major British newspa- 
pers rallied to the Prime Min 
ister’s defense today amid con- 
tinued criticism from the Labor 
party and press that the revela- 
tion was a serious blunder at a 
time when the Russians were 
showing signs of a softer policy 
toward the West. . 


Foes in Party Use Incident. 


But the Liberal Manchester 
Guardian said that some Con- 
servatives were using the inci- 
dent as a new weapon in their 
campaign for Churchill's reétire- 
ment in favor of Foreign Secre- 
tary Sir Anthony Eden. 

The storm of criticism blew up 
after Churchill told a Conserv- 
ative party rally he had wired 
British Field Marshal Montgom- 
ery during the closing days of 
World War If to keep German 
arms ready for re-issuing “to the 
German soldiers who we should 
have to work with if the Soviet 
advance into Western Europe 
continued.” 

Communist newspapers here 
and in East Germany have de- 
clared this evidenced that 
Churchill all along was prepar- 
ing a third world war. , 

Churchill re-emphasized his 
stand yesterday by quoting from 


his memoirs two of his 1945 
messages in a feply to a House 
of Commons question on the is- 
sué. -One of the messages—to 
Gen. Eisenhower, then supreme 
allied commander — suggested 
that captured German arms hot 
be destroyed because ‘“‘we may 
have great need of these some 
day, and even now they might 
be of use both in France, and 
especially, in Italy.” ' 

The other, sent to Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden, said 
the Allies. were -speeding up 
their occupation .of Denmark 
after reports that parachuted 
Soviet agents were active ‘in 
that kingdom. . 

Rebuked by the Times. 

However, the Times of Lon- 
don observed in an editorial re- 
buking Churchill, that the mes- 
sage to Gen. Eisenhower was 
entirely different from the in- 
structions to Montgomery. . 

“In the telegram to the field 
marshal,” the Times said, “he 
appeared to envisage the si- 
bility of using not simply equip- 
ment for helping the authorities 
to preserve order (if necessary) 
in France and Italy but men 
straight out of Hitler’s army.” 

The Daily Mail (Conserva- 
tive) declared that “one would 
think that Churchill had be- 
trayed his country instead of 
foreseeing a dire possibility and 
preparing against it.”

Dahl was arrested two months 
later after a Geneva ’ taxicab 
driver testified that Dahl carried 
“a heavy package” when he 
drove him from Geneva airport 
to his apartment on the day of 
the theft.

Idaho Power Co. has proposed 
construction of a smaller water 
storage and power dam at the 
Brownlee site and two low-pow- 
er dams at the Hell’s Canyon 
and Oxbow sites. The company’s 
dams would be in the reservoir 
area of the federal dam. 


The brief estimates total prime 
power which would be added to 
the Columbia river system by a 
high dam at 1,108,000 kilowatts 
to 1,122,000 kilowatts. It says

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26 (UP) 
—Senator Stuart Symington 
(Dem.), Missouri, a member of 
the Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee, said yesterday that Air 
Force Secretary Harold E. Tal- 
bott apparently has admitted 
that the present Air Force 
budget is “inadequate.” 

Symington, Air Force Secre- 
tary in the Truman Administra- 
tion, based his statement on Tal- 
bott’s call for a bigger Air Force, 
especially strategic bombing 
power, to beef up the United 
States deterrent to World 
War III 

Talbott said Wednesday there 
is ‘‘no sure-fire defense” in anti- 


hydrogen bombers through the 
best defense. 

Symington, a frequent critic 
of military budget cutbacks by 
the Eisenhower Administration, 
said he found the speech “inter- 
esting, especially the apparent 
admission in a questioning pe- 
riod that the rate of present 
appropriations is inadequate.” 

Under questioning after the 
speech, Talbott said that while 
the military budget for the next 
fiscal year is not completed, he 
expects the Air Force will ask 
for between 15 billion dollars 
and 16 billion dollars in new 
appropriations.

mania and Bulgaria — have an- 
nounced the makeup of their 
delegations to the “all-European 
security conference” which the 
Kremlin had proposed convene 
Nov. 29 in either Moscow or 
Paris. .The official East Ger- 
man News Agency reported to- 
day that Hungary’s . delegation, 
headed by Deputy Prime Minis- 
ter Andras Hegedues, left Buda- 
pest yesterday for Moscow. 

Albana, East Germany and 
Communist China also are ex- 
pected to attend. 

The Soviet bloc nations, so‘far 
as the West knows, have no offi- 
cial single military command 
like the West’s North Atlantic 


Treaty Organization. Presumably 
a countrepart organization for 
the Communists would be the 
prime aim of an all-Red meet- 


ng. 

This was indicated in Soviet 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molo- | 
tov’s declaration last week that | 
the Soviet Union and its Allies | 
would take countermeasures if 
the West went ahead with the | 
Paris agreement to rearm West # 
Germany. I 

The Western Big Three were |

NAMED BY MAYOR 


Six Citizens, Two City 


Officials Appointed 
—Powers of Commis- 


sion Expanded. 


Appointment of a new” Mu- 
nicipal Airport Commission with 
additional powers and duties 
Was announced yesterday by 
Mayor Raymond R. Tucker. 

.The new munici 11 agency, 
established by a recently enact- 

ordinance, will be responsi- 
ble for the planning, manage- 
ment and operation of all city 
airport facilities. It will replace 
a commission which had only 
advisory powers. 
| “The new commission will con- 
sist of six voting citizens mem- 
bers and two non-voting mem- 
bérs who are city officials. The 
old group had .15 membérs, 
eight citizens and seven city of- 
ficials. 

3 From Former Agency. 

Three of the members of the 
néw commission were members 
of the former agency. 

. They are Walter E. Burtelow, 
executive vice president of the 
Bank of St. Louis; Vincent T. 
McMahon, president of the Mc- 
Mahon Pontiac Co., and John 
Pabick, president of the Fabick 
Tractor Co. Burtelow is a vet- 
eran commission member with 
experience in airport financing 
problems and McMahon and 
Fabick have extensive experi- 
emce in private flying opera- 
tiOns. 

“The other citizen members of 
the commission will be Sidney 
Maestre, chairman of the board 
of*Mercantile Trust Co, and a di- 
rector of Trans World Airlines; 
Russell E. Gardner Jr., member 
of the brokerage firm of Rein- 
holdt & Gardner, and Howard 
F.. Baer, chairman of the board 
of directors of the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

. City Officials Named. 

City officials on the new tom- 
mission will be the Director of 
Public Utilities, Conway B. Bris- 
coe, and.the chairman of the 
aldermanic committee on Public 
Utilities, James W. Noonan. 
“Power to establish fees and 
cHarges for the use of airport 
facilities, with approval of the 
Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment, is given the new com- 
mission by the ordinance. 

The measure also requires that 
all income from airport opera- 
tion be set aside to defray air- 
pert operation costs and to re- 
tite bonds Which may be issued 
in. the future for airport im- 
provements. This income for- 
merly went into the city’s gen- 
eral reyenue funds. 

The new commission will meet 
for the first time next Thursday 
afternoon at 2 o‘clock.

Japan will have a. one billion 
dollar foreign exchange reserve 
by the year*end, the newspaper 
Nihon Keizai said today.

$200,000,000 in the second half 
of this year.

Japan in Trouble 

As Japanese Primé Minister Yoshida contem- 
plates the wane of his power, he must be think- 
ing bitter thoughts about the United States, and 
especially his inability to get any considerable 
help during his recent visit to Washington. He 
was our man, and we let him down. 

What confronts him is desertion and revolt 
in his own right-wing Liberal patty. Leaders 
of the party are reported insisting that Yoshida 
resign as party president if not as Premier. They 
hope to dissolve the Diet and force a general 
election before the Diet can vote no-confidence 
in Yoshida. As it is the revolt in his party 
means the Premier no longer commands a parlla- 
mentary majority. 


He holds one trump card. He can dissolve the — 


Diet and force new elections, the third in abdut 
two years. Some Liberal leaders are reported to 
be eager for Yoshida to resign as party president 
but not as Premier, thus giving him a chance to 
force new elections hefore he loses a confidence 
vote. Most politicians, however, do not feel like 
another campaign just now. But even if they 
avoid it, one cannot see how Yoshida can re- 
gain the authority and the genuine support with 


which he ushered in Japan's postwar era. 
. - * 


Much of the Prime Minister’s trouble stems 


from the constitution which Gen. MacArthur 
imposed on the Japanese after the war. It re- 
nounces arms and war. Yoshida wants to change 
that. The Eisenhower Administration wants him 
to change it. 
defended from the opposition benches. 

Yoshida also wants to return to the Emperor 
the monarchical powers stripped from him by 
the MacArthur constitution. His opponents in- 
sist on keeping the Emperor an almost power- 
less symbol of the state. 

Yoshida’s worst troubles, however, are more 


earthy. Japan has the problem of supporting - 


87,000,000 people on a group of islands no 
larger in area than California. Other islands and 
land which Japan had seized on the Asiatic main- 
land were taken away after the war. And because 
of the cold war, the United States closed off 
much of Japan’s old market in Red China. 


The Korean war brought a burst of prosperity 
which masked the symptoms of Japan's distress. 
But since the end of the fighting, Yoshida has 
been compelled to introduce an austerity pro- 
gram. Yet Japan’s foreign exchange position 
continues to worsen. The Prime Minister simply 
has not beeh able to persuade any of the 
Western powers to open their markets sufficient- 
ly to Japanese goods to cure his country’s un- 
balanced trade. 

7 . * 

While in Washington he was unable to obtain 
much support for his proposal that the West 
should make extensive capital investments in 
Southeast Asia, thus developing a market for 
Japan. He did not even get what he considered 
a satisfactory agreement on the sale of United 
States surplus agricultufal products in Japan. 


Shipping, long a prop to the island-country of 
Great Britain, has been a disappointment to 
postwar Japan. Japanese ships have not been 
able to get enough cargoes at profitable rates. 
So on Nov. 1, the government ordered a drastic 
cut-back in shipping operations. The future of 
Yoshida—and of Japan—depend much more 
on these economic factors than on politicking. 

It should not be the business of the United 
States to keep individual politicians in power 
in other countries. But considering the im- 
portance of Japan in our defense plans, Wash- 
ington certainly should help with problems 
which threaten not merély a man but his whole 
country. 
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Well Worth a Second Look 

As a former Mayor and now president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, Aloys P. Kaufmann can 
offer good advice to thé city, and he has just 
doné so. He urges that City Hall consider includ- 
ing, in its proposed $100,000,000 bond issue, an 
underground parking garage on the riverfront. 

The need for more downtown parking space, 
even more than now planned, is evident enough. 
The Mayor's Off-Street Parking Commission has 
suggested four new garages and a new lot which 
would accommodate 2143 automobiles. But some 
5700 more spaces are needed now, and the need 
will grow as work progresses on the express- 
ways which will bring in more autos. The cars 
have to be parked somewhere or there is little 
point to @xpressways. 

An underground garage, as suggested by Mr. 
Kaufmann and proposed earlier to the Bi-State 


Developinent Authority, would allow for 3221 . 


more cars, And being underground, the garage 
would not interfere with plans to turn the 
riverfront into a park and symbol for St. Louis. 
Ten millions as fie estimated cost of the ga- 
rage is, of course, a Jot of cash. And there will 
be all kinds of just demands for bond money. 
City Hall will have to determine the relative 
needs for bond spending, but one thing is cer- 
tain. The bond issue will be easier to pass if it 
represents bold thinking for the future. Mr. 
Kaufmann’s idea represents such thinking. 
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A Prejudiced Recommendation 

The recommendation of the Federal Power 
Commission’s staff counsel would make a pre- 
judged farce of the year-long hearings on the 
Hell's Canyon project. : 

John C. Mason, who represented the com- 
mission in the hearings before Examiner William 
J. Costello, recommends that a license be granted 
to the Idaho Power. Co. to build three dams on 
the Snake river in Idaho and Oregon. 

As a-reason for reaching this conclusion, the 
staff counsel said: “The utilization of non-federal 
agencies to accomplish public objectives is still 
a major aim of the Government.” 

That aim might be more plainly stated as a 
preference for private over public power. How- 
ever it is stated, it was as much the Eisenhower 
Administration’s aim before the Hell’s Canyon 
hearings started as it is now. If the hearings 
were conducted only to affirm the Administra- 


tion’s already determined aim, then they were 


a fraud and a faree. 

The proper purpose of the hearings was to 
determine whether the full development of the 
natural resource would be better served by the 

‘private project or by a project earlier proposed

Then the Foreign Office goes on to charge

What makes this unequivocal British position 
so Significant is the fact that the Churchill Gov- 
ernment has been generally conciliatory in its 
attitude toward Peiping. But Sir Winston and 
his colleagues clearly are drawing the line at this 
point. This new stand is cerstain to strengthen 
British-United States relations. 


Meantime President Eisenhower has done an 


understanding and humane thing in reassuring by 
telegram the relatives of the imprisoned men that 
the United States Government will employ 
“every feasible means to secure the proper treat- 
ment (of the prisoners) so long as their confine- 
ment continues.”

St. Louis Republican leaders have set about 
the task of repairing their shattered organization, 
and their first concern is money.

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Crucial Embassy 

. The appointment of George V. Allen as Assist- 
ant Secretary of State creates a most important 
vacancy in the ambassadorship to India. In fill- 
ing the vacancy, President Eisenhower will have 
an opportunity to correct the disrepair into 
which.our relations with India have fallen. 

It fs no disrespect to Mr. Allen, a career dip- 


lomat of solid ability, to say that our standing - 


in India has declined during the‘two'years since 
Ambassador Chester Bowles cathe home. Basic 
policy decisions in Washington, rather than 
anything done or not dene in New Delhi, have 
been the reason for a growitig coolness between 
the two nations. The new Ambassador should be 
a man of great prestige and ability who will re- 
port frankly on what our policy toward India 
should be, and whosé recommendations will be 
taken seriously. 

John Sherman Cooper, retiring Senator from 
Kentucky, has been mentioned for the post, as 
has Mr. Bowles, who might have been kept on 
two years ago had not local Connecticut politics 
been allowed to interfere.

Asia’s great need is for urban housing. 
Techniques developed by the Food and 
Agriculture Organization are being ap- 
plied to Burmese timber, other than 
the highest grade, including small, 
snarled, twisted trees. Typical examples 
were sent to Germany, where the woods 
were cut, crushed and broken into chips, 
then reassembled into small boards wi 
a special synthetic resin. 

The resin even includes a chemical 
which guarantees protection against 
termites, the worst of all enemies of 
woodwork in the tropics. Based on 
large 8 x 4 feet boards, mass production 
of prefabricated houses will begin when 
final tests are satisfactory. . 

In Burma, a special percentage of 
national revenue is reserved for housing.

Reeds, aluminum, gypsum, hessian, 
rammed earth and concrete have all 
been used in an effort to demonstrate 
the possibilities of building simply con- 
structed houses with cheap materials. 

Experiments have been made in re- 
cent years, notably in Australia, the 
United States and Sotth Africa, in 
methods of mixing earth with some sta- 
bilizer, such as cement, asphalt-or lime, 
so. durable can be built with 
these cheap and plentiful materials.

An American Schoolteacher in Beirut 


St. Louisan David Mize Describes His Rugged Extra-Curricular Schedule in Lebanon

MERICAN™ school, teachers 

who collapse wearily after 

teaching a roomful of 
squirming youngsters and grad- 
ing examination papers may 
take heart and feel that fate has 
not dealt so unkindly with them 
when they look at the list of 
duties. assigned a young St. 
Louisan on the faculty of the 
International College, American 
University, in Beirut, Lebanon. 

In addition to spending 26 
hours a week in the classroom, 
teaching five groups of 30 stu- 
dents each—ranging in age from 
early teens to middle twenties 
and representing a dozen dif- 
ferent nationalities—David Mize 
directed the English club, the 
dramatics club and the ski club, 
edited the school paper and the 
yearbook, organized and coached 
the baseball team, planned and 
presented chapel programs and 
played trumpet in the school 
band. On Sundays he took stu- 
dents on bicycle tours. 

Looking surprisingly hale 
after three years on that work 
schedule, the 26-year-old son 
of Mr. and Mrs. T. H. Mize, 6 
Greenbriar, Ladue, is b-ck in 
St. Louis for a short visit. with 
his parents. With him is his 
wife, a former teacher whom he 
met in Lebanon and married 
in Switzerland. 

A graduate of St. Louis Coun- 
try Day School and of Wesleyan 
University in Middletown, Conn., 
Mize was sent to Lebanon by 


the Near Eastern College Asso- . 


ciation, which sponsors several 
institutions in that area’ includ- 
ing the American. University. 
His assignment Was to teach 
English literature in the sec- 
ondary school. 

“In one class there were boys 
from 32 different countries,” he 
said. “They ranged in age from 
14 to 22 and spoke 18 different 
languages. 

“Most of the students are 
from the Middle East, with 
others from Europe, Africa, even 
Australia. There are some Amer- 
icans, but most are studying on 
the graduate level. A number 
of the students are sons of Leb- 
anese who have moved to other 
parts of the world but want 
their children to return there 
for thein education.” 

“There are three institutions 
in one, the elementary school, 
the international college and the 
American University. The ele- 
mentary school and college are 
only for boys but girls are ad- 
mitted to the university. There, 
they have established very fine 
medical and engineering schools 
as well as the liberal arts college. 

“Less than 40 per cent of the 
faculty is composed of Ameri- 
cans, The rest are Lebanese. In 


_the International College there 


are 37 staff members, including 
only five: Americans.” 

But Mize found that much of 
the extra-curricular work fell on 
the shoulders of the Americans. 

“The Lebanese would estab- 
lish a very strict line of demar- 
cation when it came to their 
duties at the school. To them,

LTHOUGH the young 
A teacher was treated with 

courtesy and respect by all 
his students, he sensed an un- 
dercurrent of anti- American 
feeling among the Arab boys. 

“It was never personal,” he 
said. “They were always very 
polite. But they weren’t very 
receptive to any ideas of west- 
ern democracy that we tried 
to teach. The boys from Tur- 
key and Greece were very 
friendly, and the Iranians were 
vacillating, depending on what 
was happening in our foreign 
policy. 

“But often the Arabs would 


ask loaded questions, such as 
‘How many Negroes voted in 
Alabama?’ or ‘Why did America 
give Palestine to the Jews?’ We 
weren't told what to answer, we 
weren't restricted in any way. 
But we couldn’t help feeling a 
deep responsibility to interpret 
America the best way we could. 


“I remember once discussing 
Carl Sandburg’s ‘The Prairie 
Years,’ and speaking of Abra- 
ham Lincoln. One of the boys 
said to me, ‘Who is this Abra- 
ham Lincoln?’ I told him he 
freed the slaves, and he asked, 
‘What’s good about that? I have 
31 slaves.’ | 

“To prove it, he asked me to 
come to his dormitory room and 


sure enough there were three 
of his slaves there. They were 
happy about it, because he was 


giving them all an education 
and later, they hoped to go back 
to their own homes and become 
leaders in social reform. This 
boy’s wealthy father had bought 
him slaves every birthday. 
“There is a tremendous range 
in the social and economic scale 
among the Lebanese people. We 
were encouraged to visit the 
students whenever we could so 
when one of them would say, 
‘Won't to come to my village for 
the weekend?’ we would accept, 
assuming he meant the village 
where he lived. When we got 
there, we would find that he not

EFLECTING intense nation-

“One of our jobs was to help 
channel all that energy into 
more wholesome channels,” he 
said.

“It's a beautiful city. There 
are ‘some hardships, of course, 
if you compare it with the 
American way of life, but other 
things offset those. We don’t 
have electric stoves, but we can 
use bottled gas. Excellent maid 
service is available. The homes 
and apartments are very attrac- 
tive. 

“We have delightful weather 
eight or nine months of the year. 
You can play tennis all year, and 
ski most of the time. It’s not 
unusual to get up early, go into 
the mountains for some skiing, 
come down for a couple of sets 
of tennis, then go down to the 
beach to go swimming in the 
Mediterranean. 

“But one of the great advan- 
tages of teaching over there, in 
addition to the opportunity for. 
doing missionary work for West- 
ern democracy, is the chance to 
travel, We spent all our vaca- 
tions motoring through Europe 
and Asia and last summer we 
rented a yacht. 

“Once we drove over the old 
Roman road that Constantine 
had built. Frankly, I don’t think 
it had been repaired since be- 
cause it took us three days to 
drive 90 miles. 

“We found friendly people in 
all countries. Greece was poor 
but beautiful. In Yugoslavia, 
the people would just laugh at 
their government. Of course, 
they'd go a little slow until they 
knew how you felt, then they 
would start talking.

Contract 
Bridge

HE growing tendency to 
“stiffen up” single raises of 
partner's suit-openings is by 
no means an unalloyed blessing 
to bridge players. The alterna- 
tive carry-all of one no-trump 
often leads to such results as in 
is deal: 


North, ‘dealer.

West made his normal open- 
ing, the heart ten, and after that 
South did not have the ghost 
of a chance for nine tricks. 
Whether he set up the spade suit 
or attempted to set up his own 
diamonds, he could not keep 
the opponents from winning 
four heart tricks and either a 
spade or a club, depending on 
South’s choice. 

This outcome was in sorry con- 
trast to the easy game that 
North could have made at spades. 
So let's analyze the bidding, to 
discover whether the partners 
were merely unfortunate in their 
choice of contracts, or whether 
they were at fault. 

Certainly, North's spade open- 
ing was correct, but South's 
choice of responses cannot be 
disposed of so casually. Obvi- 
ously, South lacked the high- 
card values for a two-diamond 
response, but he wa: wrong in 
his evident idea that the only al- 
ternative was to bid one no- 
trump. In a situation of this 
sort, when the responder has 
three of partner’s suit, a single- 
ton, and some honor strength, 
the best course is to give a sin- 
gle raise in partner's suit. 

Objection will be raised that 
South lacked adequate trump 
support, but when it is a case 
of compromising slightly in this 
respect or bidding a no-trump 
on unbalanced distribution, the 
single raise is almost sure to be 
the lesser evil. If South had 
bid two spades instead of one 
no-trump, North, of course, 
would have jumped to four 
spades. North might have 
fished for a spade raise by 
jumping to three clubs over one 
no-trump, but he couldn't be 
blamed too much for his actual 
three no-trump leap.
